continued, “can not be expected to 
bandle this additional load at the 
present time. The commission is at 
present not up to date in recording 
the reports of employers who have 
paid their contributions, and has 
not yet taken steps to collect from 
* thousands of delinquent employers. 
“This statement is not intended 
as a criticism of the Ohio unem­ 
ployment 
compensation 
commis­ 
sion. The commission has been con­ 
fronted with the tremendous task 
of creating and putting into opera­ 
tion what amounts to a statewide 
insurance organisation, and in a 
very short space of time. The state­ 
ment is intended merely to illus­ 
trate the unpreparedness of the ex­ 
isting unemployment compensation 
agency to cope with the much lar­ 
ger and more difficult task of pay­ 
ing benefits promptly and fully in 
a field that is almost unexplored 
in this country.” 
The board said Gov. Davey’s plan 
use employes of various state de­ 
p a r tm e n ts in setting up an organ­ 
isation “would be of little or no 
value, and might easily prove a 
hindrance, in the development of 
the program." 
Bitter Disappointment Seen 
“Even the states that have been 
making preparations for the last 
two years are finding it extremely 
difficult to develop their adminis­ 
trative organizations fast enough 
to pay benefits this winter”, the 
board said.

What To Expect 


Certain Senators Move To Outline 


Principles For Business B u t M ay 


Confront Usual Political Snags

U 
’ASHINGTON. Dee. JO — Somehow the political 
habit is so ingrained on Capitol Hill that, if 
somebody circulated the Ten Commandments and 
asked for signatures today, the temptation would be 
to ask the White House whether it was O. K. to sign 
a petition containing such a code governing human 
conduct. 
The declaration of principles circulated this week 
among Republican and Democratic senators Is by 
no means a counsel of perfection, but it reflects an 
earnest attempt to create public confidence in gov­ 
ernment by a few members of the United States 
senate. 
Ther declaration of principles is a statement of 
what congress ought to do to assert its own leader­ 
ship. It is non-political and non-partisan and is by 
no means an anti administration document. As a m at­ 
ter of fact, the wisest thing President Roosevelt 
could do at the moment is to indorse openly every 
word of the statement 
W hat really was back of the declaration was an 
effort to indicate to the business and labor world 
that congress was prepared to take whatever steps 
seemed desirable to protect the system of private 
initiative and vet to conserve such gains of true 
liberalism as had come about through governmental 
Intervention. 
The declaration is not In any sense a formula, 
but it contains the first encouraging wold that has 
been uttered by any suhstan'ial group in congress 
to the outside world on the subject of encouraging 
private enterprise. President Roosevelt and Secre­ 
tary Morgenthau in recent addresses spoke of the 
importance of getting private industry’s machinery 
into action to absorb the unemployed. Businessmen 
have 
been 
hesitant 
because 
they 
did 
not 
know 
whether congress really meant to be constructive or 
destructive. The special session has thus far yielded 
very little light as to how much interest congress 
really has in avoiding the consequences of a real 
business depression. 


I 
T W IL L be contended, and rightly, too, that any 
declaration of principles is necessarily vague and 
leaves much to be filled in by way of particular legis­ 
lation. But. on the other hand, if public opinion 
rallies behind a set of principles, then legislators 
feel a compulsion to be guided by those principles 
Up to the time the petition was circulated, one could 
look tn vain for any statement of policy that could 
give business or labor or both any real sign of what 
might b£ expected from government since the busi­ 
ness recession came upon us. 
Congress has given the country an impression of 
leaderless drifting. In the midst of a serious eco­ 
nomic situation, some people have been crying out 
for a presidential assurance, others have wanted 
quick action on reviling laws that have been harm­ 
ful. The administration has counseled against hasty 
action. What more natural thing than for members 
of congress to seek to give reassurance by drafting 
a statement of general purposes? 
It is significant that, on the Democratic side, men 
like Senators Walsh of Massachusetts. Yan Nuys of 
indiana. Byrd of Virginia, Bailey ol North Carolina 
have assisted in the preparation of the document 
md that such Republican leaders as Senators Van­ 
denberg of Michigan. Townsend of Delaware. Austin 
of Vermont and Steiw er of Oregon have buried poli­ 
tical prejudice and sat down with their Democratic 
brethren it) the interest of true patriotism. 
Undoubtedly tom e of the .political-minded persons 
who see politics or hidden motives back of every­ 
thing hurt the movement by treating it, cavalierly 
as a ''coalition" movement. Anybody who under­ 
stands party machinery knows that coalition move­ 
ments are not started that way. especially with sen­ 
tences and phrases which dovetail so much with the 
President's own pronouncements of recent weeks. 
It may bt* that the statement will yet be subscribed 
ie by a substantial number of senators, possibly a 
majority, but this will happen only wTipii the Amer­ 
ican people fell their senator** that they want to see 
the principles supported. That s why the movement 
lo get nationwide indorsement of the proper rela­ 
tionship between government and private enterprise 
in well worth watching, for it goes to the root of a 
sound recovery program.

it good. 
lie took a substantial beating from the recent com­ 
bined attack bf acute indigestion and infected tooth. 
It took the steam out of his boilers for a time. He Is 
on the pickup again, now. 
Such, in brief, are the findings of Capt 
Ross T. 
M *' I ii tire, naval physician assigned 
to the 
White 
Douse. 
"A combination like that—-acute indigestion and an 
acutely infected urea around the root of a tooth— 
would shake anybody." Dr. Mc I ii ti re said. 
The President's progress was evident to reporters 
wlio saw him on his return from Florida fishing 
waters. He has a sort of mental "bounce 
when hp 
is riding high and feels good. He exhibited that at 
his press conference. 
Dr. Mclntii'c gauges the President s health in part 
by his z est.for Ins work and exercise. When the zest 
is missing, a r st aud special watching follow. 
As a 
matter of fact, nothing 
much ever goes 
wrong 
with the President’s health. He takes no 
tunics, medicine or pills. There is no such tiling as a 
routine daily check-up except Lh-. M clntire’s "zest- 
measurement." Dr. Mclntire doubts if the President 
would submit to sucking a thermometer every morn­ 
ing. 
Fatigue is the major thing the physician has to 
watch for. The President works hard and can never 
get fully away from his job. On his South American 
trip a year ago. a batch of mail aud radiograms 
awaited him at every stop. It was Die same in Florida 
lately. But on such trips he does get away from the 
constant pressure of the White House. 


Those Useful Great Lakes 
M 
IDNIGHT. Nov. 30. marked the otficial closing 
of the shipping season on the Great Lakes. On 
that date regular summer insurance expired on all 
ships and cargoes, except those which had cleared 
ports prior to the deadline. 
Dan Williams of The Cleveland News, summariz­ 
ing the 1937 shipping season in bis column "News of 
the Great Lakes," says the total freight movement 
on the lakes last summer may be the largest in his­ 
tory, even surpassing the 161.000,000 movement in 
1929. 
Movement of iron ore. Williams says, will be re­ 
corded as the third largest since that 
commodity 
first started to move down the lakes to the steel 
mills in Illinois. Indiana. Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
New York 
Figures released by the Lake Superior Iron Ore 
association show that the 1937 movement totaled 62,- 
598.836 gross tons. This represents an increase of 17.- 
776.813 tons over the 1936 movement but is 2.605,- 
764 tons short of the all-time record year of 1929 and 
2.135.362 tons below 1916. 
A checkup of ore shipping docks on the 
upper 
lakes shows 6.629 ore cargoes left 
those locka 
for lower lakes’ ports during the season just end­ 
ed. 
Of this total, the docks at Duluth-Superior loaded 
$.998 cargoes: Two Harbors. 1.021; Ashland. 630; 
Marquette. 628. and Escanaba. 357 
Winding up the ore season with a movement of 
1.424.679 tons in November, the last cargoes were

But. an American President who

would become hopelessly ineffec­ 
tive. For with the Ludlow smend- 
' 
ment in effect such a President 
would naturally be too scrupulous 
to go to war without a declaration 
of war. And since he could not 
know what the referendum would 
show, a peaceable President, could 
take no step whatever to restrain 
attacks on Americans before they 
had reached a point where the 
public was so excited that it would 
surely vote for war. He could not 
now say to Japan, for example, 
that the Panay affair really must 
not. be repeated. All he could say 
would be that the Japanese mili­ 
tary must decide for themselves 
how many Americans they may 
kill, how many American ships they 
may sink, before a 
referendum] 
would declare war. 
Thus instead of permitting the 
President to use diplomacy to pre­ 
vent the repetition of such out­ 
rages. the Ludlow resolution would 
invite all foreign powers to see 
how many feathers they can pluck 
from the fail of the eagle before 
he gets angry. Can any one Imagine 
a device more calculated to induce 
reckless adventurers to take long 
chances, such long chances that in 
the end they would have done such 
intolerable things that a complete 
bitter-end Ludlow’ war would be 
^ ab so lu tely inescapable? 
* t . \ S T E A D of permitting a preven- 
I tative 
diplomacy 
the 
Ludlow 
scheme would require the Amer­ 
ican people to stand by helplessly 
until they were so infuriated that 
there was no holding them. Noth­ 
ing could be done to stop a war 
until the outrages had reached a 
point where it was impossible to 
stop a war. So If what Mr. Ludlow 
wants is to 
k e e p the American 
temper peaceable, he should be 
told that his scheme is a device for 
sitting on the safety valve until 
the boiler explodes. 
Net only does his plan invite the 
foreign powers to proceed uncheck­ 
ed from outrage to outrage, thus 
insuring eventually an explosion 
of American resentment, but it 
provides that 
when at last thR 
country does go to war anyway, it 
shall find itself in the worst possi­ 
ble position. Under the 
Ludlow 
resolution, the cardinal principle 
of our foreign policy would 
be 
that only the actual invasion of 
American territory was a Justifi­ 
able cause of war. 
Thus Mr. Ludlow, whether he 
realizes it or not, would abolish 
the Monroe Doctrine. For in the 
spirit of his resolution, the Presi­ 
dent could not object seriously lf 
an Asiatic or a European power] 
occupied Canada, or Mexico, or 
Brazil, or if It established 
air 
bases within striking distance of 
this country. Our foreign policy 
under the Ludlow plan would be 
to permit all that until we were 
actually invaded, bombarded from i 
the sea. or bombed from the air. | 
Then, according to Mr. Ludlow, we 
would fight. But Mr. Ludlow would 
have arranged the war so that 
when we had to fight, we would 
start at the greatest possible dis­ 
advantage. Whereas today all for­ 
eign powers know’ absolutely that 
they cannot establish their mili­ 
tary power in this hemisphere, un­ 
der the Ludlow plan they would 
hp invited to take a chance. 
No doubt Mr. Ludlow does not 
mean to produce such fantastic 
consequences. 
He sincerely does 
not want war. But to attain his end 
he has started from the fallacy 
that war can be prevented if no­ 
body knows whether or not we 
might go to war. Yet just that un­ 
certainty would increase greatly 
the likelihood of wbt. It would ren- 
der the President helpless to pre- j 
vent war in its early stages. It . 
would 
invite 
foreign powers 
to 
gamble on our pacifism. And it 1 
would make it ever so much more j 
likely that finally, when the provo-, 
cation 
has 
become 
intolerable,; 
there would he no remedy except 
a total war fought when we were ] 
at the greatest possible disadvan­ 
tage. 
If Mr. Ludlow doubts the force 
of this objection, let him try an 
experiment. Let him pass an ordi­ 
nance in his home town, repealing 
the laws against pickpockets, hold­ 
ups, highway r o b b e r y , and all 
forms of assault and battery pro­ 
vided they take place on the streets 
and in other public places: then 
d fre t him stipulate that robbers and 
^R nurderers shall not be touched by 
the police until they commit rob­ 
bery and murder in a man’s bed­ 
room. This would make Just as'l 
much sense as bis plan to prevent 
war.

Pointing to the axiom that "an 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure,’’ Mr. Serafy declar­ 
ed that "every effort is being made 
to make the Christmas seal sale 
dollar go as far as possible.” 
The Columbiana County league 
collected $1,900 in the h*i!t.h seal 
campaign list year. 
A breakdown 
of how this money was spent shows 
26 percent used for X-ray examina­ 
tions for tuberculosis suspects; IO 
percent for medical supplies and 
services; lo percent for health edu­ 
cation, IO percent for the seal sale. 
10 percent for administration, 15 
percent to the Ohio Public Health 
association and five percent each 
to the national organization, for 
traveling and for miscellaneous. 
The National Tuberculosis asso­ 
ciation reports collections amount­ 
ing to $4,982.696 90 last year.

this 23 percent was spent, for health 
education, 20 percent in the seel 
sale, 12 percent for administration, 
11 percent to Institutions, nine per­ 
cent for nursing, nine percent for 
clinics, two percent for research 
and l l percent for miscellaneous.

T he National Tuberculosis asso­ 
ciation is supported mainly by the 
annual Christm as seal sale. Five 
percent of the gross proceeds of 
all money raised by the seals goes 
to the support of the National as­ 
sociation. The remaining 95 per­ 
cent is used by the state in which 
the money is raised. 
It is only by means of such an 
organization, alert and active, that
